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COLLISION IN THE MERSEY. 
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CORK VESSEL HELD TO BLAME. 

In the Admiralty Division, London, yester- 
day. Mr. Justice Hill, sitting with Trinity 
Masters, gave judgment in an action brought 
by the owners of the Liverpool sa. Lane ashire 
Coast against the owners of the Cork as. Avocet 
to recover damages arising out of a collision 
between those vessels in the River Mersey, about 
abreast of the entrance to the Morpeth Dock, 
on the early morning of January 2) last. The 
defendants denied liability, and counterclaimed 
in respect of the damage to their vessel, 

Mr. Justice Hill found on seamanship, apart 
from the rule, that the Avocet was to blame 
for wrongdoing, and, as to the Lancashire 
Coast, assuming the rule to apply, he did not 
think thet the fact that she ported contributed 
either to the collision or the damage. There- 
fore, even if the mule did apply, the Lanea- 
shire Coast was not to blame for failure to keep 
her course and speed, 

Judgment was aecordingly entered for the 
plaintiffa with costs, the damages to be as- 
soased .
